SARA Randall Johnson failed to defend her Ottery 
St Mary Rural Ward seat on East Devon District 
Council (EDDC) and crashed out after 20 years as a 
member and 10 as leader. 

She led EDDC until the end of the last council term but 
announced in November 2010 that she would not seek the 
leadership if re-elected. 

But last Thursday she was 25 votes behind fellow 
Conservative candidate Tony Howard, who finished 
second with 822 votes and claimed the last seat in the 
ward. 

In a statement issued through EDDC, Sara Randall 
Johnson said: “I now have my life back after 20 years of 
public service, 10 as Leader. 

“I am leaving a strong and healthy debt-free council with 
the lowest council tax in Devon, ready and able to meet 
future challenges. 

“I am proud to have had the privilege of representing 
Ottery Rural over the years.” 

Pulman’s View sought further comment without success. 

The ward was emphatically won by independent 
candidate Claire Wright with 1,364 votes. 

East Devon District Council’s political balance is 
unchanged, though, the Conservatives having overall 
control with 43 seats — the Liberal Democrats taking 10 


seats and independent candidates winning six seats. 

In Axminster, John Jeffery (ind) held on to his seat 
uncontested whilst Douglas Hull (Lib Dem) and Andrew 
Moulding (Cons) also defended their seats successfully. 

Coly Valley Ward seats were won by Conservatives 
Graham Godbeer and Helen Parr whilst Bob Buxton 
(Cons) won Dunkeswell uncontested. 

Conservative Graham Brown took Feniton and Buckerell 
— and other seat winners included Conservatives Mike 
Allen, Peter Halse, Phil Twiss (all Honiton St Michael’s 
Ward), Roger Boote and John O’Leary (both Honiton St 
Paul’s. 

Conservative Iain Chubb won Newbridges whilst 
independent Roger Giles and Conservative David Cox 
took the two seats up for grabs in Ottery St Mary Town 
Ward. 

Ten candidates contested the three seats available in 
Seaton, the successful ones being Liberal Democrat Peter 
Burrows plus Conservatives Steph Jones and Jim Knight. 

Ian Thomas (Cons) took Trinity Ward whilst Paul 
Diviani won Yarty Ward uncontested. 

The issue of missing poll cards worried candidates 
across all parties. 

As previously reported in Pulman’s View, a number of 
electors complained they had not received a poll card. 

EDDC pointed in the direction of Royal Mail and issued 
a statement on Monday, May 3rd saying: “On March 28th 
Royal Mail collected poll cards for all those on the register 
and eligible to vote. 


“It now appears that a significant number of these were 
not delivered. 

“The returning officer has now arranged for replacement 
notifications to be sent to all voters in Branscombe whose 
names are recorded on the Electoral Register. 

“It is clearly too late to send out new polling cards to all 
those affected, but this is not necessary due to the fact that 
you can vote without one.” 

A Royal Mail spokesperson commented: “We have 
investigated concerns raised by EDDC. 

“Whilst we are not currently aware of any problems with 
the delivery of polling cards in the area, we will continue 
to liaise with the council where they highlight specific 
issues.” 

A spokesperson for EDDC said on polling day that the 
authority was unlikely to make further comment for a 
while. 

The overall turnout was high with a ward average of 
around 50 per cent.

VILLAGE SCHOOL 

CLOSURE THREAT

NO decision has been taken — 
but the future of a local primary 
school looks decidedly bleak. 

Devon County Council has 
launched a public consultation on a 
proposal to shut down Dal wood 
Primary School, which currently has 
12 pupils on roll. 

Four of these are set to leave for 
secondary school at the end of the 
2010-11 academic year, and pupil 
numbers are not expected to improve. 
As a result, the school could close at

The problem of low pupil numbers 
is not a new one and attempts to find 
a solution have been made.

(DCC), the governing body has 
concluded that closing the school is in 
the best interests of the children. 

But DCC stresses that no decision 
has been taken. 

A DCC spokesperson said: “No 
decision has been taken to close the

MRS Ethelston’s Church of 
England Primary School at 
Uplyme is doing so well that it 
won’t undergo a routine Ofsted 
inspection. 

The school was inspected in 2008 
and deemed overall as Outstanding. 

Another inspection was due — but a 
new piece of regulation means it 
won’t be necessary. 

The Chief Inspector of Schools, 
Christine Gilbert, explained: “The 
2011 Education Bill proposes that 
schools were previously judged to be 
Outstanding will not be subject to 
routine inspection unless concerns are 


raised about their performance.” 

She explained that Ofsted will 
instead carry out what is known as an 
interim assessment by studying 
information like pupils’ academic 
performance, attendance and other 
factors. 

In a letter to the school she wrote:

“I am pleased to inform you that our 
interim assessment indicates 
performance has been sustained. 

“We will continue to undertake 
annual assessments of the school’s 
performance. 

“I wish everyone involved in the 
school continued success in the 
future.” 

Headteacher Andrea Rice, said: 
“We are delighted to be recognised as 
an outstanding school for the second 
time. 

“This is in recognition of all the 
hard work by the whole school team. 

“We continue to provide the best 
education possible for our children in 
a happy and caring environment 
where all children are valued.”

CAMPAIGNERS for the 
retention of post office services in 
Colyton have been granted a 
meeting with Post Office Ltd 
officials. 

The date has not yet been decided, 
but the meeting is expected to take 
place at some point during this week. 

The Colyton branch is closing on 
Thursday, May 24th because the sub¬ 
postmaster is resigning. 


Post Office Ltd has so far drawn a 
blank in its search for a replacement 
sub-postmaster and premises. 

A Post Office Ltd spokesman said; 
“Following the resignation of the sub¬ 
postmaster at Colyton the branch will 
regrettably close on May 24th. 

“It is our intention to retain Post 
Office service in Colyton and we are 
currently investigating the options and 
looking for someone with suitable 
premises willing to take on the 
running of the branch. 

“Our aim is to keep any period of 


temporary closure to a minimum and 
we apologise for the inconvenience 
this may cause our customers.” 

An informal local action group — 
led by Jane Dauncey and Dave 
Baxendale —- has been created to 
ensure that Colyton will continue to 
enjoy this vital service. 

A statement issued by the group 
shortly after its formation said: “We 
are very concerned that in under four 
weeks’ time Colyton will be without a 
service and as yet no arrangements 
have been made so that people can 


draw their pensions etcetera. 

“Many older people do not have a 
car to go elsewhere and some are 
unable to use public transport either.” 

There has been some progress and 
on Friday, May 6th, Jane told 
Pulman’s View that the group has 
been granted a meeting with Post 
Office Ltd officials. 

She said: “I really believe they [Post 
Office Ltd] are working very hard to 
find a solution, but there is still 
concern and likely to be a gap in 
service.”

Sporting Rights, 
sporting wrongs 


Sporting rights in essence 
are the rights to kill living 
wild creatures and retain 
ownership of their bodies. 
Unless there is a specific 
grant or reservation of 
sporting rights (which is 
very common) the general 
rule is that a land owner 
has the right to do what he 
wishes on his own land and 
in principle is free to kill 
any wild creature on his 
own land (subject to any 
statutory restrictions). 

The basic rule relating to 
ownership can be modi¬ 
fied. Sporting rights are 
commonly reserved with 
or without power of entry. 
Sporting rights separated 
from land over which they 
can be exercised technically 
comprise what is called a 
profit, similar to an ease¬ 
ment. Profits in the form 
of sporting rights can be 
bought and sold separately. 
For example, the owner of 
one piece of land may have 
the right to recover fallen 
birds which have been shot 
on his neighbour’s terri¬ 
tory. 


Sporting rights can be sepa¬ 
rated from land either by 
reservation on sale (where 
the land being sold does not 
benefit from the rights) or 
by grant (where the rights 
are sold but the land is 
retained). 

It is important to investigate 
the existence of these rights 
when purchasing coun¬ 
try property as any rights 
which do exist could affect 
the new owner’s plans for 
managing the land, felling 
trees and ploughing fields.

The first bishop was Leofric, 
Bishop of Crediton, who was 
appointed to the office in 1046 but did 
not come to Exeter until 1050. 

The construction of the cathedral 
commenced in 1114 and Clive told 
his audience of its adaptation over 
nearly 900 years to the magnificent 
edifice we see today, containing the 
tombs of many of the bishops. 

At one time the officers of the 
cathedral, including the Dean and the 
Precentor, were vulnerable to attack 
from the populace, resulting in the 
cathedral being walled with manned 
gates on the six roads in. 

But St Petroc’s Church had doors 
into both the close and the city, so 
those in the know could gain access at 


will. 

A curfew provided safety at night 
— anyone found in the close after 
curfew could be summarily hanged. 

The curfew bell is still rung to this 
day, one chime for each day of the 
month, meaning 31 chimes 
throughout May. 

Clive’s stories and illustrations were 
well-received by the Probus Club 
members, vice chairman Eric Linton 
expressing their appreciation.

Astonisbin 
rarities on 


our marsnes 

APRIL has seen some astonishing rarities 
turning up on the Axe Estuary marshes. A great 
white heron was seen on the Seaton Marshes 
lagoon on the 19th, a purple heron was spottedd 
at the Colyford Common hide on the 23rd and, 
last but not least, a white stork was also seen at 
Colyford Common three days later. 

All these birds were photographed by Steve Waite, 
Sue Smith and Karen Woolley and illustrated in the 
twice-monthly newletter organised by David Walters. 
Contact him on 01297 552616 if you’d like to go on his 
emailing list. 

Now, who has heard a cuckoo? Not me, sadly, though 
Bob Oliver from Aylesbeare heard one calling on April 
21st, whilst a friend told me that he had heard more 
than one cuckoo calling near Morton in West Dorset. It 
is so sad to realise that these birds, once considered the 
regular harbingers of spring, are now almost a rarity. 

However, my swallows are back and seem to be 
titivating a last year’s nest, rather than build a new one, 
possibly because mud is in short supply. It has been 
encouraging, however, to see good numbers of orange- 
tip butterflies, the odd holly blue and speckled wood, 
though I have yet to spot a tortoiseshell, while 
brimstones seem to have been remarkably scarce. 

Butterflies will be a key theme in Bridport from May 
14th to June 4th when businesses in the town have been 
challenged by the Dorset Wildlife Trust to decorate 
their shop windows with all things butterfly. It is hoped 
that creative butterfly scenes will appear in all this 
town’s streets in a competition which will provide the 
winner with a year’s corporate membership of the 
DWT. A Wild about Butterfly Bonanza event will also 
be held from 10am to 3pm on June 4th at Bridport Arts 
Centre and the Community Orchard. 

One of the most archetypal sights of the summer is 
that of swifts scything their way through sky on long 
scimitar-shaped wings and screaming near their nest 
sites as they swoop back and forth high in the air. 

Yet again, numbers have dwindled due, it is believed, 
to an ever increasing lack of suitable nesting habitats. 
Old buildings provide the best nesting sites, especially 
in towns. A sociable bird, small parties love to wheel 
and soar while catching insects. 

Swifts, which winter in Southern Africa, arrive here 
in late April, and at once set about finding suitable 
nesting holes where they can lay three eggs, rear rear 
young and then depart at the end of July. It is a 
remarkable fact that the bird appears to remain 
constantly on the wing, for its short, feathered legs and 
toes are useless for walking, and it is even believed that 
it sleeps and mates on the wing. 

Planners, developers and home owners in swift “hot 
spots” are being urged to ensure that suitable nesting 
sites are incorporated into buildings. A wide variety of 
nesting boxes, ranging from plywood to woodcrete is 
available and should be installed on the side of a 
building that gets least sunshine and under an overhang 
or the eaves. The box must be sited at least five metre 
above the ground and with clear access. 

Whilst it can take some time for swifts to discover 
newly installed nesting boxes, you can speed up the 
process by playing a cd containing the bird’s calls from 
early in the nesting season (May to June) and in the 
latter part of July when juveniles are seeking nesting 
sites for next year. For further information go to 
www.swift-conservation.org . 

Incidentally, swifts do not belong to the same family 
as swallows and martins. The former is the family 
Cypselidae, the latter Himndinadae.

Yet research shows that 
in a tough economy, gardens 
are a low priority among 
householders. The current 
average spend on a UK gar¬ 
den is £482.16 a year with 
42% of people spending noth¬ 
ing at all on their outdoor 
areas, according to research 
by woodcare manufacturer 
Ronseal. 

But you can have a lovely 
garden without spending 
a fortune. When money’s 
tight, there’s a crop of pru¬ 
dent measures which can be 
taken which will save you a 
lot of cash. 

Before visiting a garden 
centre, make a list first and 
only buy what is on that 
list. Work out what you re¬ 
ally need, list the plants and 
other essentials and stick 
to that list. Walk up your 
garden beforehand and see 
where the spaces are, how 
the plants you want are going 
to work and where you will 
put them. 

If you have a stack of con¬ 
tainers to fill, consider using 
permanent plantings rather 


than annuals which will 
need replacing each year. 
Check in your own garden 
to see what you may be able 
to use. Overgrown clumps 
of ornamental grasses and 
other perennial plants such 
as hostas can be lifted and 
divided and divisions of the 
plant can be used to fill pots 
and other containers. 

Hostas in particular look 
great grown in pots, their 
lush green leaves making 
any shady corner of the 
patio look exotic. 

Longer-term, scan the 
discount shelves for sale 
plants which have finished 
flowering but should be ab¬ 
solutely fine next season. You 
can often save quite a few 
pounds on perennials which 
will bloom year after year 
if you’re prepared to wait a 
while for the results. 

If you’re buying shrubs, 
buy smaller plants which 
are cheaper, as the space in- 
between can be filled with 
hardy annuals grown from 
seed that you directly sow 
into the flower beds. They 
are easy to grow, great value 
for money plus they give 
lots of colour all summer. 
Try poppies, corn flowers, 
calendula, larkspur and can¬ 
dytuft. 

Don’t wait until late April 
or early May to buy trays 
of summer bedding when 
prices will be at their peak. If 
you want annuals, sow them 
from seed, which is a much 
cheaper option. Biennial

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seeds such as foxgloves, hol¬ 
lyhocks and sweet williams 
can also be sown to give you 
colour next year. 

Look for seed bargains on 
eBay and at discount stores 
such as Poundland, Lidl and 
Wilkinson. Cut costs further 
by going halves with fellow 
gardening friends, as you 
often won’t need to sow the 
whole packet. Alternatively, 
swap your unwanted seeds 
and plants for some you do 
fancy from a number of 
websites including www. gar- 
denswapshop.co.uk or free fo¬ 
rums through organisations 
such as the National Gar¬ 
dening Association (www. 
garden, org/ seedswap). 

If you don’t have time 
to sow seed, visit your local 
car boot sale to pick up plant 
bargains as well as cheap 
garden tools. Bargains can 
also be found in the free clas¬ 
sified ads on Gumtree, while 
you may pick up something 
for free that someone else 
doesn’t want if you join your 
local Freecycle group (www. 
freecycle. org/ group/uk). 

To increase your stock 
for the lowest price, take 
cuttings from plants such as 
fuschias, marguerites and 
pelargoniums. 

And if you haven’t yet 
started to make your own 
compost, there’s no time like 
the present. There’s a variety 
of website guides, but choose 
the more reliable ones such 
as www.gardenorganic.org. 
uk. Also contact your local 
authority to find out if it 
supplies subsidised bins in 
your area. 

Best of the bunch 
- Snake’s Head Fritillary 
(Fritillaria meleagris) 

This dainty-looking bulb 
is a must for flower lovers, 
with its delicate purple-and- 
white nodding bells with 
intricate checkerboard pat¬ 
terns. 

It thrives in partial shade 
in moist soil, so use a loam- 
based, water retentive com¬ 
post and don’t let it dry out 
in summer. 

Snake’s head fritillaries 
look good in groups in the 
centre of small containers, 
or combined with specie 
crocus in bowls oversown 
with grass to create a mini¬ 
ature naturalistic meadow 
in a bowl.

WISCOMBE HILL RALLY 


FOLLOWING the driest April in 
living memory the first meeting of 
the season at Wiscombe Park, 
near Blackberry Camp, was run 
in predominantly wet conditions. 

Despite the slippery nature of the 
track Rod Thorne claimed victory in 
the 500 Owner’s Association meeting 
in his recently acquired Pilbeam 
MP58 single-seater racer. 

Thorne’s learning curve was 
certainly a steep one for the Frampton 
garage proprietor had not driven the 
three and a half litre Judd powered 
machine in the wet prior to the event’s 
practice sessions. 

The morning practice period had 
seen Andrew Forsyth, also MP58 
mounted but with Cosworth power, 
take the initiative with a climb of 
46.18 seconds on a drying track 
compared to Thorne’s 47.05. 

Conditions improved for the first 
competitive runs with Forsyth 
improving his pace to record a climb 
of 43.11 seconds but Thorne, who was 


becoming accustomed to the more 
urgent power delivery of the Judd 
engine, retaliated with a storming 
effort which gained him a time of 
42.46 and netted him one of the two 
Harry Foster Memorial Trophies for 
Fastest Time of the Day. 

The second such award was destined 
for the fastest motor cycle competitor, 
the winner of which despite being led 
during practice by Martin Robbins on 
his KTM KBR, came good in the 
competitive afternoon runs to claim 
the 351 cc —500 cc class win and 
overall victory. 

The man showing the ultimate speed 
on two wheels was the National Hill 
Climb Association’s champion, 
Jimmy Hodges, who on board his 
Team GV Honda CRF thrilled the 
crowd with a virtuoso performance in 
a climb of 45.17 seconds. 

Paul Richardson took the victory in 
the Vintage Sports Car Club class 
with a time of 53.45 seconds in 
Donald Day’s ERA R12B, bravely 


venturing out onto the wet track in a 
car with a history which includes 
taking second and third in the British 
Grand Prix (1949 and 1948) and 
winning the British Empire Trophy 
three times. 

The Wiscombe Park season 
continues with two days of 
championship hillclimbing this 
weekend, May 14th and 15th, which 
will feature a wide range of car and 
motorcycle classes. 

Amongst the car entries Exeter 
drivers will feature with Ian Hodgson 
(Westfield SEiW), Roger Coote 
(Ginetta G32) and Paul Sullivan 
(Westfield SEi) all contesting the 
Road Going Specialist Production 
Class. Another Exeter man, Simon 
Glover, has entered his Mitsubshi Evo 
4 in the Modified Series Production 
Category as has Wiscombe returnee 
and Feniton resident Martyn Pike with 
his Ford Escort.

PERRY Street League officials 
have come under fire after failing 
to present new champions South 
Petherton with the Premier 
Division trophy after the final 
game of the season.
